Tests of Insecticides and Fungi 
fides to he Made in State 
and 
Commercial 
------------- Orchards.

Harrisburg, Pa.—Tests of insecti­ 
cides and fungicides in the future are 
to he made by the state bureau of 
plant industry in its own orchards as 
well as in commercial orchards under 
a plan put 
into 
operation 
by 
the 
bureau’s history that it has been able 
to experiment on its own trees, ac­ 
cording to the officials. 
A seven-acre tract of land east of 
Harrisburg has been lensed for the 
purpose. 
Approximately 
200 apple 
trees of seven varieties, a like number 
of peach Dees of six varieties, sweet 
and sour cherty 
Leos and several 
varieties of grapes already have been 
nlanted.- In addition 
a 
variety 
of 
vegetables is to be grown for experi­ 
mental work. 
Grow Trees To Kill 
In explaining the necessity for the 
orchard, Walter A. McCubbin, plant 
pathologist, said it was the purpose 
of the bureau to grow trees "to kill 
them if necessary.” 
He declared it 
was perfectly proper to test materials 
in orchards 
when the 
sprays 
and 
powders are known to In* safe, hut he 
asserted that, when "all sorts of in­ 
secticides and fungicides have to be 
tested there is danger of destroying 
tho leaves oil orchard trees or other­ 
wise injuring them.” 
For this rea­ 
son, he explained, the bureau decided 
to plant and use its own trees. 
Mr. McCubbin said these tree* will 
be subjected to all sorts of tests of 
insect and fungus killing substances 
and whether or not the trees survive 
will determine the effectiveness and 
safety of the materials used. 
The bureau also plans to begin a 
series of experiments for the elimina­ 
tion of peach yellows by inoculating' 
tho trees.

motive Engineers Cooperative Bank. 
Mr. Stone became ill several weeks 
ago upon leturning from New York 
city. 
For a time physicians who a t­ 
tended him declared that the illness 
was not serious. 
Friday, it was re­ 
ported he suffered a sudden break­ 
down that was followed by death. 
Mr. Stone's 
physician 
gave acute 
Blight’s disease 
as

Cooling and Ventilating Farm 
Cellar 
Nearly every farm has a well or cream­ 
ery near the house that eau be used to 
Avantage for cooling the cellar. 
A 
nraple method of doing this. using water 
to rool the air. which is drawn through 
an underground pipe into the cellar, is 
diown in the illustration. In the upper 
figure fresh air enters the well and is 
jooled by the water before entering the 
pipe. and an electric blower sucks the air 
through the pipe and into the cellar. The 
humidity of the air is also increased by 
passing over the waler. If this method is 
not possible, a similar cooling system 
ihown in the lower detail can lie made 
to work in connection with the water 
tank in tlie creamery, if this is not too 
far away from the house.

through which ihe cold air is drawn, is 
run through iii** water tank as indicate J. 


Inspect Aerial and Ground

T wo Hundred Inventions Daily 
Reports of the patent office for IHM 
abow that applications were received at 
the rate of about 300 a day and that some

A Stain for Glass Windows 


Window staining for privacy or other 
purposes, can be quickly and cheaplj 
done at home without calling in a pro­ 
fessional workman. The only material* 
required ars white shellac, dye of the 
desired color, and waterproof varnish. 
For a white window, which admit* 
light, but which is not transparent, coat 
the glass carefully with white shellac, 
dissolved in alcohol. After the shellac ic 
dry, apply another coat, if necessary; 
then, after drying again, cover with the 
waterproof varnish. Such a window can 
be washed indefinitely without removing 
the stain. 
Colored windows are made by mixing 
ordinary doth dyes into the shellac udtiJ 
the desired shade is attained. 
For in­ 
stance. for photographic darkroom use, 
mix orange and crimson dyes into thc 
shellac until it is very dark.
